cou n ty , an d a nep hew of Thomas J. 
Meredith of this city , now deceased. 
Fu n eral arran gemen ts were n ot com­ 
p leted when word was sen t to the 
Meredith family here. 
The In dian ap olis Star con tain s the 
following accou n t of Mr. Meredith’s 
death: 
“The death of J. C. Meredith, chief 
en gin eer of the Florida Coast Rail­ 
way ex ten sion , "which occu rred here 
Tu esday , was the resu lt of dev otion 
to du ty .

Association ,” has

State aid in imp rov ed highway con ­ 
stru ction . 
A b u lletin issu ed b y the dep art­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re shows the direct 
connection b etween good roads an d 
the v alu e of farm lan ds. An in v esti­ 
gation was made relatin g to p u b lic

mileage, 
rev enu es, 
imp rov ed 
roads an d ex p en ditu res in the United 
States in the y ear 1904 .

ev ery case, it is shown, States hav ­
